Britain hit by spring snowfall 


LONDON (AFP) - Britain was 
hit by unseasonal heavy snow¬ 
fall yesterday that left tens of 
thousands of homes without 
power and forced the closure 
of a nuclear site. 

Up to 40 centimeters (16 
inches) of snow was expected 
in the worst-affected areas. 

A spell of bad weather this 
month has seen British media 
dub it "Miserable March". 

The Met Office national 
weather service said that while 
it was not unusual to see snow 
in March, the cold spell had 
been unusually long. 

The government dismissed 
newspaper reports that gas 
stocks, drained by the ongoing 
wintry weather, were just days 
away from running out. 

The Sellafield nuclear site 
on the northwest English coast 
was forced to close as a pre¬ 
caution due to the weather. 

Staff were being sent home

US Senate kicks off marathon 
'vote-a-rama* 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
senators eager to head home 
for the congressional recess on 
Friday launched what could 
become a legislative all- 
nighter — a rare, free-wheeling 
session known as a "vote-a- 
rama." 

For the first time in four 
years, the 100 members of the 
Senate will pack the chamber 
for 10 hours or more, as of fri- 
day Friday, for dozens of back- 
to-back votes on amendments 
to the Senate’s pending budget 
resolution. 

Because of a quirk of Sen¬ 
ate rules peculiar to the budget, 
lawmakers may offer an un¬ 
limited number of amend¬ 
ments to the fiscal blueprint 
between the end of debate and 
the vote itself. 

More than 400 amendments 
have been filed, according to 
Democratic Senate Majority 
Leader Harry Reid, who called 
the vote-a-rama in order to get 


the 2014 budget done and 
dusted before the two-week re¬ 
cess. 

The amendments need not 
be related to budget matters, 
and most will fall by the way- 
side, either withdrawn by their 
sponsors after negotiations or 
folded into other amendments. 

But some will carry a polit¬ 
ical sting that could be used 
against lawmakers later if and 
when they vote against them. 

Republican Richard Burr, 
for instance, introduced a 
measure to repeal what he de¬ 
scribes as the $ 1 trillion tax re¬ 
sulting from President Barack 
Obama's healthcare law. 

The move will fail, but Re¬ 
publicans will use such "no" 
votes to tar Democrats as tax- 
and-spend liberals. 

Other measures seek to cut 
off US aid to Pakistan, push for 
tighter gun laws, forbid drone 
killings of Americans on US 
soil, or bar unemployment 


compensation for millionaires. 

Time discipline will be key. 
Debate between votes will be 
held to as little as 30 seconds 
per side, a lightning pace given 
the deliberative nature of the 
Senate. 

The first amendment under 
consideration, a measure to 
boost wildfire suppression ef¬ 
forts by $100 million, was dis¬ 
pensed with in 90 seconds. 

When some lawmakers 
began to wander off after the 
third vote, Murray reined them 
in. "You leave at your own 
peril," she warned. 

A third of the senators have 
never experienced the free-for- 
all, which last took place in 
2009, the most recent year 
Obama's Democrats tabled a 
budget. 

Veteran Republican John 
McCain, who has seen his fair 
share of vote-a-ramas, dis¬ 
missed the event as a "cha¬ 
rade." 



BETHLEHEM, Palestinian Territories (AFP) - US President Barack Obama on Friday vis¬ 
ited Bethlehem's Nativity Church built on the site where tradition says Jesus was born, 
at the end of a three-day trip to Israel and the West Bank. As the huge motorcade 
wound through the steep, narrow streets of the biblical hillside town, shops were 
closed and small crowds of onlookers watched in silence, with no sign of the enthusi¬ 
asm which usually greets the convoy. Some held up signs of protest, one reading "No 
return no peace" and another saying "Gringo, return to your colony." Entering through 
the "Door of Humility" which, with its very low lintel, forces most adults of normal 
height to stoop, Obama looked around the cavernous, darkened interior of the church, 
examining ornate gold icons as a priest read out a blessing. 


Sarkozy charged with 
taki ng advantage of 
elderly heiress 


BORDEAUX (AFP) - Former 
French president Nicolas 
Sarkozy was on Thursday 
charged with taking advantage 
of the elderly L'Oreal heiress 
Liliane Bettencourt, his lawyer 
told AFP, adding that he would 
immediately appeal. 

The move came after 
Sarkozy was unexpectedly 
summoned for a face-to-face 
encounter with staff members 
of Bettencourt over claims he 
accepted envelopes stuffed 
with cash from the world's 
richest woman to illegally fi¬ 
nance his 2007 election cam¬ 
paign. 

Sarkozy's lawyer Thierry 
Herzog lambasted the decision 
as "legally incoherent and un¬ 
fair". 

Overall 17 people have so 
far been charged in the case. 

Judicial officials earlier told 
AFP Sarkozy had been sum¬ 
moned for an encounter with 
Bettencourt's former butler 
Pascal Bonnefoy. 

Jean-Michel Gentil, the 
Bordeaux-based judge in 
charge of the case, was hoping 
the confrontation would allow 
him to establish how many 
times Sarkozy visited Betten¬ 
court during his successful 


campaign. 

Sarkozy, 58, has always 
maintained that he visited Bet¬ 
tencourt's residence only once 
during the campaign, contrary 
to testimony from several 
members of the multi-billion¬ 
aire's staff. 

Bettencourt is now 90 and 
has been in poor health since 
2006. Sarkozy, it is alleged, ob¬ 
tained significant amounts of 
money from her, simultane¬ 
ously breaching electoral 
spending limits and taking ad¬ 
vantage of a person weakened 
by ill health. 

Bettencourt's former ac¬ 
countant, Claire Thibout, told 
police in 2010 that she had 
handed envelopes filled with 
cash to Bettencourt's right- 
hand man, Patrice de Maistre, 
on the understanding it was to 
be passed on to Sarkozy's cam¬ 
paign treasurer, Eric Woerth. 

Investigators suspect up to 
four million euros ($5.2 mil¬ 
lion) of Bettencourt's cash sub¬ 
sequently made its way into 
Sarkozy's party coffers. 

Sarkozy lost his immunity 
from prosecution when he was 
defeated in the 2012 presiden¬ 
tial election by Socialist Fran¬ 
cois Hollande.

Three 
Marines 
dead after 
US base 
shooting 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
US Marine shot and killed two 
colleagues before apparently 
turning the gun on himself at a 
military base in Virginia, the 
US Defense Department said 
on Friday. 

Officials said the shooting 
happened late Thursday at the 
Quantico Marine base not far 
from Washington DC. 

The suspected shooter and 
the victims were Marines who 
worked at an officer candidate 
school at the base, said base 
spokesman Sergeant Christo¬ 
pher Zahn. 

The shooter and one of the 
victims were men and the 
other victim was a woman, 
Zahn said. 

There was no immediate 
word on a motive, and no de¬ 
tails of the shooting were 
given. 

Pentagon spokesman said 
Defense Secretary Chuck 
Hagel was "saddened” upon 
learning of the deaths of the 
servicemen. 

CBS News and other media 
reported the gunman first 
killed a male Marine, then bar¬ 
ricaded himself inside a bar¬ 
racks. He was found dead later 
of an apparently self-inflicted 
gunshot wound. 

A second body was found 
in the officer candidate school, 
these reports quoted another 
spokesman, First Lieutenant 
Augustin Solivan, as saying. 

Immediately after the 
shooting, the base went into 
lockdown, which has since 
been lifted.

Pope wants Church to 'intensify' dialogue with Islam 


VATICAN CITY (AFP) - 
Pope Francis on Friday called 
for the Roman Catholic 
Church to "intensify" its dia¬ 
logue with Islam, echoing 
hopes in the Muslim world for 
better ties with the Vatican 
during his reign. 

"It is important to intensify 
dialogue among the various 
religions and I am thinking 
particularly of dialogue with 
Islam," the new pontiff said in 


an address to foreign ambassa¬ 
dors at the Vatican. 

Francis’s predecessor Bene¬ 
dict XVI was seen by some 
Muslim leaders as hostile to 
Islam and the change at the top 
had been welcomed by the 57- 
member Organisation of Is¬ 
lamic Cooperation and 
Al-Azhar, Sunni Islam's high¬ 
est seat of learning. 

Ekmeleddin Ihsanoglu, 
head of the Saudi-based OIC, 


said earlier this month that he 
hoped "the relationship be¬ 
tween Islam and Christianity 
will regain its cordiality and 
sincere friendship". 

Mahmud Azab, adviser for 
inter-faith affairs to Al-Azhar 
imam Ahmed al-Tayyeb in 
Cairo, also told AFP earlier: 
"As soon as a new policy 
emerges, we will resume the 
dialogue with the Vatican". 

Al-Azhar broke off ties in 


2011 after Benedict called for 
the protection of Christian mi¬ 
norities following a suicide 
bombing at a church in Egypt. 

Benedict was also heavily 
criticised early in his reign 
when he recounted a Byzan¬ 
tine emperor's description of 
the Muslim Prophet Mo¬ 
hammed as a warmonger who 
spread evil teachings. 

In his address on Friday, 
Francis also called for the 


Church to dialogue more with 
non-believers — returning to 
an effort begun during Bene¬ 
dict's reign amid rising secu¬ 
larism in the Western world. 

The Argentine pope said he 
wanted to "build bridges con¬ 
necting all people" and said 
this was particularly signifi¬ 
cant for him personally be¬ 
cause of his own Italian 
immigrant roots.

India's upper house Old grandfathers, abuse in 
passes tougher rape law women linked to autism 


NEW DELH (AFP) - India’s 
upper house on Thursday gave 
its seal of approval to a new 
bill toughening punishment for 
sex offenders, including the 
death penalty if a victim dies. 

Two days after the lower 
house of parliament approved 
the Criminal Laws (Amend¬ 
ment) Bill, the upper house 
voted overwhelmingly for the 
legislation, which for the first 
time also contains new penal¬ 
ties for stalking, groping, 
voyeurism and acid attacks 

The drive for new laws was 
prompted by the fatal gang- 
rape of a student on a bus in 
New Delhi in December which 
triggered nationwide protests 


about the levels of crime 
against women. 

The toughened legislation 
provides for a minimum 20- 
year prison sentence for gang- 
rape, which can be extended to 
life in jail. 

It also allows for the death 
sentence if a rape victim dies 
or is left in a vegetative state. 
Under existing laws, rapists 
face seven to 10 years in jail. 

The gang-rape of a Swiss 
cyclist last Friday again high¬ 
lighted the dangers facing 
women in India while a British 
woman suffered leg injuries 
earlier this week as she es¬ 
caped her hotel over fears of a 
sex attack by the manager. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Having an older grandfather or 
being a mother who was 
abused in her youth are linked 
to higher odds of having a 
child with autism, according to 
two studies published.. 

The analysis by two sepa¬ 
rate teams appears in the Jour¬ 
nal of the American Medical 
Association (JAMA) Psychia¬ 
try, adding to research that 
suggests hereditary and envi¬ 
ronmental influences on 
autism risk likely reach across 
multiple generations. 

The study on grandfathers 
examined national records of 
nearly 6,000 people with autism 
and 31,000 healthy controls 
bom in Sweden since 1932. 

They found that men who 
were 50 or older when they 
had a daughter were 1.79 
times more likely to have a 
grandchild with autism, com¬ 
pared to men who had children 
when they were age 20-24. 

Men who had a son when 
they were 50 or older were 
1.67 times more likely to have 
a grandchild with autism. 

The study was led by King’s 
College London's Institute of 
Psychiatry, Karolinska Insti- 
tutet in Sweden and the 
Queensland Brain Institute in 
Australia. 

Lead author Emma Frans 
said scientists already know 
that paternal age is a risk fac¬ 


tor for autism, which affects as 
many as one in 88 in the 
United States and about one in 
100 in Britain. 

Co-author Avi Reichenberg, 
from King's Institute of Psy¬ 
chiatry, added that the in¬ 
creased risk was "small," but 
that the findings are "impor¬ 
tant in understanding the com¬ 
plex way in which autism 
develops." 

The second study was car¬ 
ried out by researchers at the 
Harvard School of Public 
Health (HSPH), and was 
based on data from the US 
Nurses' Health Study II. 

It examined records from 
451 mothers of children with 
autism and more than 52,000 
mothers of children without 
autism.

Traffic 

pollution 

may cause 

14% of 

childhood 

asthma: 

study 

PARIS (AFP) - As much as 14 
percent of chronic childhood 
asthma may be caused by peo¬ 
ple living near busy roads and 
exposed to traffic pollution, a 
study in 10 European cities 
found Friday. 

The study, released by the 
European Respiratory Journal, 
matched local health data with 
exposure to traffic pollution in 
Barcelona, Bilbao, Brussels, 
Granada, Ljubljana, Rome, 
Seville, Stockholm, Valencia 
and Vienna. 

They calculated proximity 
to busy roads, defined as car¬ 
rying 10,000 vehicles per day. 

"We estimated that an aver¬ 
age of 33,200 asthma cases (14 
percent of all asthmatic chil¬ 
dren) were attributable to near¬ 
road traffic-related pollutants," 
the researchers wrote. 

The results were compara¬ 
ble, the authors said, to the 
burden associated with passive 
smoking — which the World 
Health Organisation blames 
for four to 18 percent of 
asthma cases in children. 

Of the 10 cities studied, a 
third of the combined popula¬ 
tion was estimated to live 
within 75 metres of a busy 
road, and more than half 
within 150 metres. 

The team also measured 
traffic pollution's impact on 
coronary heart disease among 
older adults, and estimated that 
28 percent of such cases may 
be attributable to near-road ex¬ 
posure.

Fitch places Britain's top rating on negative watch 


LONDON (AFP) - Fitch an¬ 
nounced on Friday that it has 
placed Britain's top-level AAA 
credit rating on watch for pos¬ 
sible downgrade because the 
government's latest forecasts 
expect debt to peak later and at 
a higher level than previously 
expected. 

The ratings agency said it 
plans to complete its review of 
Britain by the end of April. 


The news came one month 
after rival agency Moody's 
stripped Britain of a triple-A 
debt rating, saying government 
debt was still mounting and 
that growth was too weak to 
reverse the trend before 2016. 

Fitch said "the RWN re¬ 
flects the latest economic and 
fiscal forecasts published by 
the Office for Budget Respon¬ 
sibility that indicate that UK 
government debt will peak 


Philippine leader 
warns 'tax-avoiding 1 
Chinatown 


MANILA (AFP) - Philippine 
President Benigno Aquino Fri¬ 
day warned the nation's ethnic 
Chinese businessmen who are 
failing to pay the correct 
amount of tax to stop evading 
the law or face prosecution. 

A recent government inves¬ 
tigation led to "strange" and 
"truly unexpected" findings 
that just eight percent of mem¬ 
ber-firms of the Filipino-Chi- 
nese Chambers of Commerce 
paid taxes, he told the associa¬ 
tion's annual convention. 

Six in 10 individual mem¬ 
bers paid no taxes at all, he 
added. 

The president said 38 of the 
207 member-firms — along 
with 14 of the 552 individual 
members — filed returns with

zero tax due despite "unprece¬ 
dented economic growth" in 
2012, when economic output 
rose by 6.6 percent. 

Many others paid less than 
100,000 pesos ($2,446), and 
some paid less than a thousand 
pesos ($24), he said. 

The government says tax- 
dodging is a serious problem 
in the Philippines, where, 
along with corruption, poor tax 
collections leave the state un¬ 
able to pay for basic services 
and improve facilities like 
roads and airports.

Mexico to France: 

stop that auction 

MEXICO CITY (AFP) - Mexico has asked France to with¬ 
draw 130 Mexican pieces from an auction planned this 
week in Paris at Sotheby's, including 51 from the pre-His- 
panic era. Auctions like this "strip these unique and 
priceless goods of their cultural, historic and symbolic 
essence, turning them into merchandise or mere novel¬ 
ties," the National Institute of Anthropology and History 
said. The Mexican government has been opposed to the 
auction since it saw the catalog for it. The sale is sched¬ 
uled for Friday and Saturday. Mexican experts have ana¬ 
lyzed the catalogue and concluded that, of the 130 piece 
billed as being from Mexico, 51 are "archeological pieces 
that belong to the nation" and the rest are handicraft 
pieces of recent making.The anthropology and history 
institute asked France March 8 to intervene and halt the 
sale.

Football: Croatia defeat Serbia in 
’historic' game 


ZAGREB (AFP) - Croatia on 
Friday defeated Serbia 2-0 in 
a highly charged World Cup 
qualifier — the first between 
the two former foes as inde¬ 
pendent nations since the 
bloody 1990s war that tore 
apart the former Yugoslavia. 

The match was played amid 
the frenetic cheering of some 
34,000 fans of the Croatia 
team known as "Vatreni" or 
"The Fiery Ones" at the Mak- 
simir Stadium. 

Virtually all the supporters 
were either dressed in Croa¬ 


tia’s distinctive red and white 
chequerboard pattern jerseys 
or wrapped up in Croatian 
flags. 

The win brought Croatia 
closer to qualification for the 
2014 World Cup in Brazil 
while radically reducing Ser¬ 
bia's chances. 

Serbian fans were banned 
from attending the match — as 
are Croatia supporters for the 
return leg in Belgrade on Sep¬ 
tember 6 — following an 
agreement between the two 
countries' football federations 


to curb crowd trouble. 

Players and officials from 
both countries repeatedly tried 
to ease tensions, urging fans to 
cheer with "dignity" without 
resorting to insults. 

However, despite police 
threats that they would stop 
the match if fans resorted to 
anti-Serb chanting, insults 
could have been heard at the 
start of the match as well as 
occasionally on the streets and 
in trams ahead of the tie. 

The insults, including 
chants "Kill a Serb!," stopped 
shortly after the first goal 
scored in the 23rd minute by 
Mario Mandzukic. 

No major incidents were re¬ 
ported during the high-risk fix¬ 
ture that was held amid tight 
security measures 

After the match celebra¬ 
tions continued at the square 
as well as throughout the cap¬ 
ital and in the rest of the coun¬ 
try.

NBA: Parker 
ready to 
return for 
Spurs 


SAN ANTONIO (AFP) - Tony 
Parker, the French playmaker 
for the San Antonio Spurs who 
has missed three weeks with a 
sprained left ankle, will be 
back and available to play on 
Friday when the Spurs face 
Utah. 

In a Twitter message, the 
Spurs announced that Parker 
will be back in the lineup after 
earlier saying that he would 
not take the court against the 
Jazz. 

Parker went through a full 
practice on Tuesday for the 
first time since the 30-year-old 
guard was hurt on March 1 in 
a game against the Sacramento 
Kings. Tests the following day 
revealed the severe sprain. 

Parker has team-best aver¬ 
ages of 21.0 points and 7.6 as¬ 
sists as well as 3.1 rebounds a 
game over 56 appearances this 
season. 

The Spurs have gone 6-2 in 
Parker's absence and are 29-4 
at home this season. 

At 52-16, the Spurs have the 
best record in the Western 
Conference just ahead of 
reigning conference cham¬ 
pion champion Oklahoma 
City (50-19) and are trailing 
only Miami (53-14) for the 
best record in the NBA. 


Baseball: 
Lawsuit filed 
against 
doping-linked 
clinic 


MIAMI (AFP) - Major League 
Baseball filed a lawsuit Friday 
against Anthony Bosch and five 
others connected to a clinic that 
reportedly has provided per¬ 
formance-enhancing sub¬ 
stances to several star players. 

Also named was Juan Carlos 
Nunez, who was involved in 
creating a phony website page 
for one of the players report¬ 
edly involved, Melky Cabrera. 

In the lawsuit, the league 
claims Bosch provided players 
with testosterone and human 
growth hormone. 

While the filing does not 
name players, it was Cabrera, 
Alex Rodriguez, Ryan Braun, 
Gio Gonzalez and Nelson Cruz 
who were mentioned by Miami 
New Times, which first re¬ 
vealed the doping links in a 
January story. 

League officials want "mon¬ 
etary damages and other relief 
resulting from defendants' tor¬ 
tious interference with MLB's 
contractual relationships," ac¬ 
cording to a posting on the 
league website. 

If successful, the leaguye 
will have an easier time obtain¬ 
ing the information needed to 
punish any players found to 
have used performance-en¬ 
hancing substances.

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Date set for Pistorius bail Tennis: Injured Azarenka out, 
appeal in S.African court Ferrer advances at Miami 



JOHANNESBURG (AFP) - 
South African Olympic and 
Paralympic runner Oscar Pis¬ 
torius, who is accused of mur¬ 
dering his girlfriend, will 
approach South Africa's High 
Court next week to appeal his 
stringent bail conditions, pros¬ 
ecutors said Friday. 

The bail conditions im¬ 
posed on February 22 include 
the surrender of his passport, 
making it impossible for Pis¬ 
torius to travel outside the 
country, and mandatory drug 
and alcohol tests. 

He was also banned from 
talking to residents of his up¬ 
market gated community in 
Pretoria, where he shot his 
model girlfriend Reeva 
Steenkamp on Valentine's Day. 
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The 26-year-old, who be¬ 
came the first double amputee 
to compete against able-bod¬ 
ied athletes in the Olympic 
Games last year in London, is 
currently out on bail of one 
million rand ($107,000, 
83,000 euros). 

He has denied a charge that 
the murder was premeditated, 
insisting that he repeatedly 
shot at Steenkamp through a 
locked bathroom door having 
mistaken her for a burglar. 

His arrest and bail hearing 
made world headlines, forcing 
him to withdraw from all 
competitions. 

Several local and interna¬ 
tional sponsors have also can¬ 
celled deals with the athlete. 


MIAMI (AFP) - World No. 3 
Victoria Azarenka withdrew 
with a right ankle injury while 
Spanish men's third seed 
David Ferrer advanced by 
walkover Friday at the WTA 
and ATP Masters Miami hard- 
court event. 

Reigning Australian Open 
champion Azarenka com¬ 
plained of ankle pain after a 6- 
3, 6-1 fourth-round victory 
over Urszula Radwanska in 
the Indian Wells quarter-finals 
last week before withdrawing 
eight days ago. 

"I am very disappointed that 
I am unable to compete this 
year in Miami," Azarenka said. 
"This is one of my favorite 
events and the Miami fans are 


always supportive. 

Ferrer moved into the third 
round of the $8.5 million tour¬ 
nament when Russian oppo¬ 
nent Dmitry Turnsunov 
withdrew with a stomach bug. 

He next faces Italian 32nd 
seed Fabio Fognini, who beat 
France's Michael Llodra 6-3,6-1. 

World No. 1 Novak 
Djokovic plays his first match 
later Friday against Czech 
Lukas Rosol while Argentina's 
fifth-seeded Juan Martin del 
Potro meets German Tobias 
Kamke and Russian third seed 
Maria Sharapova meets Cana¬ 
dian wild card Eugenie 
Bouchard. 

Azarenka, who like all 
Miami seeds received a first- 
round bye, is unbeaten on 
court this year, a 17-0 run that 
includes the Australian Open 


and a title in Doha. 

But she has twice surren¬ 
dered matches by walkover, 
the first in January at a Bris¬ 
bane semi-final against Serena 
Williams with an infected right 
toe that resulted from a pedi¬ 
cure. 

Azarenka was replaced in 
the Miami draw by 19-year-old 
US lucky loser Lauren Davis, 
who saved three match points 
in the deciding tiebreaker to 
defeat compatriot Madison 
Keys 6-1, 5-7, 7-6 (9/7). 

Davis, ranked 81st, never 
expected to even have the 
chance to play after watching 
Azarenka warm up in the 
morning. Now she awaits ei¬ 
ther Britain's Laura Robson 
and France's Alize Cornet to 
decide a spot in the last 16. 



HOUSTON (AFP) - Ed Reed, the star safety who helped 
the Baltimore Ravens win last month's Super Bowl, 
signed a National Football League free agent deal with 
the Houston Texans on Friday. The contract, reportedly 
worth $15 million over three years, lured Reed away from 
a team where he played since being taken by the Ravens 
with the 24th pick in the 2002 NFL Draft. Reed has 61 in¬ 
terceptions in 160 career NFL games, including seven of 
them returned for touchdowns. He has led the NFL in in¬ 
terceptions in three of his 11 NFL seasons. Reed, se¬ 
lected to the Pro Bowl all-star game nine times, made 58 
tackles and four interceptions in 16 games last season, 
but joined an exodus of talent from the Ravens since the 
championship run was completed. Ravens superstar 
linebacker Ray Lewis and center Matt Birk retired while 
receiver Anquan Boldin was traded to San Francisco, 
safety Bernard Pollard was released and signed with 
Tennessee, free agent linebacker Dannell Ellerbe went to 
Miami and free agent linebacker Paul Kruger went to
